vember, 1808, purchased at Harris- 
burg a ticket from the drfendantt for 
passage to Philadelphia, the train on 
which he was to lake passage bring 
known as the Cincinnati express 
When the train reached the tUlion at 
Harrithurg it consisted of hul two pat- 
trngrr car*, an ordinary car and atmo- 
king'car. The plaintiff ataerU that 
he was constitutionally unable to rule 
in the smoking car, and the other car 
was full. The plaintiff wa* afflicted 
with a disease which made ttanding 
for any length of time positively injuri- 
ous to him, and, aa tome olhrr cart 
wrre MMI to the train at this place, 
he atkeil |ieruiisiion of the brakemau, 
and was directed by him lo enter one 
of them, a alceping ear, where he 
found a teat When the conductor 
took up hi* ticket he demanded 11.50 
extra for the privilege of riding in the 
car, which plaintiff refused to pav, .1- 
leging that hit ticket entitled him to a 
teat, and that there were no teaU else- 
where on the train. The conductor 
afterwnrds put plaiutiff off the train 
about eight miles from Lam-n-lcr 
He walked in to Lancaster, and in the 
long walk hit ditease, a* he allege*, 
was aggravated to such an extent that 
he hat never entirely recovered from 
the effecU of it. Le Van'- tuil for 
damages has been pending eight years. 
On the trial the company's version of 
the affair was that the conductor al- 
lowed the plaintiff lo remain in the 
sleeping car until there were seaU va- 
cant in other parU of the train ; that 
shortly after the train left Middletown 
the conductor requested him lo take 
one of these seats and be refuted, 
whereupou the train was stopped and 
be was ejected.
